In response to the office action, issued on April 25, 2002, requiring restriction to one of 
among three purported groups of examinable inventions, the applicant elects claims 1-9 (Group 
I) for examination. This election is made with traverse. 

The Examiner submits that the inventions of Groups I and III are related as combination 
and subcombination, whereas the inventions of Groups II and III are related as process and 
apparatus. 

As regards the inventions of Groups I and III, it is noted that examination of the subject 
matter of claim 13, having a piezoelectric actuator, would be covered without additional 
searching on the part of the Examiner. That is, printers having piezoelectric element actuators 
would be classified in, or cross-referenced into, class 310. 
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As regards the inventions of Groups II and III, the Examiner's position that "the process 
can be practiced by another materially different apparatus such as a sensor component structure, 
a piezoelectric motor component such as a stator, etc." is not understood. Perhaps the Examiner 
meant to compare the inventions of Groups II and III. If so, it is submitted that the claimed 
piezoelectric element (Group I) and process (Group II) are so closely related that a search of the 
claims of one group would necessarily encompass the claims of the other: both claims involve 
the same fundamental components. 

The Examiner is requested to consider these arguments independently.
